The graphical user interface according to Claim 43, wherein the help 
text includes information about the selected filter. 

Claim 59 (New). The graphical user interface according to Claim 45, wherein the 
preview application generates a preview of a result of a selected filter. 
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Claim 60 (New). The graphical user interface according to Claim 45, wherein the 

third display control is visible after a user has selected a filter and printed data using the filter. 

Claim 61 (New). The graphical user interface according to Claim 46, wherein the text 
editor enables a user to modify a filter script file associated with a selected filter. 
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
